DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE’S RESCUED HORSES
CONSIGNED TO UCONN SALE

The Department of Agriculture has announced the upcoming
sale of a group of rescued animals consisting of 19 horses and one
mule. The animals are consigned to the University of Connecticut
(UConn)’s Annual Spring Horse Auction and Tack and Equipment
Tag Sale to be held on Saturday, April 23, 2011, at the Horse Barn
Hill Arena. The tag sale will begin at 9:00 a.m., the sale preview of
horses at 11:00 a.m., and the auction at 1:00 p.m. The barn will be
open at 9:00 a.m. for anyone who wishes to view the horses prior to
the official sale preview.

The auction and sale are held by UConn’s College of Agricul-
ture and Natural Resources for the benefit of the Equine Science
Program in the Department of Animal Science. It is a student-
organized event with faculty supervision. John Bennett, the barn
manager, selects one senior and one junior to work on the event
during the spring semester. Other student volunteers are assigned
horses weeks in advance leading up to the sale to prepare them for
the sale. The tack and equipment sale held on auction day features
various vendors selling everything from used boots and breeches to
horse trinkets and saddles.

The rescued and rehabilitated animals that the department is
consigning to the UConn auction have been cared for at the depart-
ment’s large animal rescue barn located at the Gates Correctional

Facility in Niantic, CT. The rescue barn, built in 2003, is a coopera-
tive effort of the Department of Agriculture and the Department of
Corrections. The animals, all of which have been seized as a result
of evidence of animal cruelty and neglect, are cared for daily by
Department of Agriculture staff and residents at the Gates Correc-
tional facility. Combinations of over 180 horses, mules, and don-
keys have been rehabilitated at this facility since its opening. The
Animal Science Department of UConn’s College of Agriculture and
Natural Resources has been an important partner in finding good
homes for the rehabilitated animals. The staff and students have
taken a genuine interest in the animals as shown by their coopera-
tion and dedication at each sale that has been held since 2003.

The animals consigned to the sale have been at the rescue
barn for some time and are completely rehabilitated back to a
healthy condition. The horses and the mule have current vaccina-
tions, health certificates, negative Coggins tests, and each has a
microchip (LifeChip®) for identification purposes. All records will be
available to interested parties.

The USDA-Natural Resources Conservation Service has an-
nounced a new opportunity for eligible landowners to apply for two
of the agency’s conservation programs, the Environmental Quality
Incentives Program (EQIP) and the Wildlife Habitat Incentive Pro-
gram (WHIP). Applications are taken on a continuous basis; how-
ever Friday, May 13, 2011, is the deadline for Fiscal Year 2011
funding.

The EQIP Program helps promote farm and forest health by
enhancing the environmental quality of soil, water, air, plants, and
animals. EQIP provides payments to implement conservation prac-
tices on eligible agricultural land.

The WHIP Program helps improve fish and wildlife habitat and
restore natural ecosystems, and helps people who want to develop
and improve wildlife habitat primarily on private land. NRCS pro-
vides technical and financial assistance on grassland, riparian ar-
eas, state identified imperiled habitats, old fields, streams and rivers,
early successional wetlands (tidal and nontidal), and shallow and
deep water habitats.
